It was further stated that even the 
Girls’ High school ought to be torn 
down and rebuilt, as it now consists 
of “three old Duildings joined together 
by dark and tortuous passages.” It was 
estimated that a new Girls’ High school 
building would alone cost $150,000 if 
erected on the present site. 

So strongly did the subcommittee put 
the case that nearly every member of 
the bond commission present felt con- 
vinced that the people ought to be al- 
lowed to vote for $500,000 of school 
bonds. 

The report made by Alderman John S38. 
Candler, who is chairman of the sub- 
committee on schools, was verbal. He 
said that a little later on there would 
be a written report by the subcommit- 
«tee giving all detailed items for which 
the $500,000 would be expended. 

Alderman Press Huddleston stated that 
he felt sure.the people would vote for 
the bonds to that amount if they Knew 
exactly on what schools the money 
would be spent. 

John E. Murphy, chairman of the sub- 
committee on sewere, made a verbal re- 
port. He said that the city engincer 
would finish making his surveys of the 
trunk sewer extersions in about two 
weeks. In the mealtime the committee 
was securing information from other 
cities about’ sewers and _ septic tanks, 
The committee had decided to secure the 
help of a consulting engineer and an 
expert on sewers. 

Will Have Full Report. 

“T think the sewer committee will be 
ready in two or three weeks,” stated Mr. 
Murphy, “to make a full written report 
in which we will give the total cost of 
the sewer extensions and the septic 
tanks. and we will state just where and 
how every dollar of the bond money will 
be expended.”

Mrs. Frances J. Ridley was arrested 
nere at 3 o’clock on leaving a Pennsy!- 
vania train on her way from Atlanta 
to visit her daughter, Mrs. J. A. Enslow, 
of East Orange, a suburb of* Newark. 

Mrs. Ridley is charged by - Andrew 
Albright. Jr.. a wealthy Newark man- 
ufacturer, with larceny of his’ wife’s 
jewelry, valued’ at $3,000: All but-the 
diamond ring, valued at $1,000, has 
been recovered. Mrs. Ridley is held in 
$5,000 bail.for grand jury. 

The. Albrights had been visiting. at 
New Orleans, La., and their train was 
boarded at Atlanta by Mrs. Ridley. 

Mrs. Albright discovered ‘her loss 
shortly after 9 o’clock while the train 
was on a siding’at’ Havre DeGrace, Md. 
The porter told her of the similarity in 
the pocketbook she described and one 
Mrs. Ridley. used in paying her fare. 

Mrs. Albright appealed to Mrs. Ridley 
to restore the gems. She became in- 
dignant and Mr. Albright wired anead 
to Newark to have a detective in wati- 
ing at the depot. Mr. Albright also 
notified the Pennsylvania railroad con- 
ductor.

In his first. public statement Chair- 
man Mason says that he believes all 
the stir has been caused by the mem- 
bers of the board who once held power, 
He charges that men have been drop- 
ped in the past by scores, and that offi- 
cerg were reduced without any cry of 
“alboligh the board’’ being raised. He 
mentions the case of ¢x-Mayor Tyier 
Cooper, who was dismissed as secre+ 
tary of the detective department. 

The chairman of the board concludes 
by appealing to the public to suspend 
judgment until the new regime can 
have a fair chance to show what it 
will do.

It is now declared that Champ Clark 
consulted no other members of the Geor- 
gia delegation. except Messrs. Bartlett 
and Hardwick, who went to his commit- 
tee room.

Chief Jennings SaysHarm 
Has Been Done. _ 


Council May Order an Investi- 
gation or Resolution May Be 
Adopted Calling for Charter 
Amendment to Abolish Po- 
lice Board Altogether. 


That the police force has been inter- 
fered with to some extent by the dis- 
agreements in the police board is vouch- 
ed for by Chief Henry Jennings, who 
says that any dispute among board 
menrbers as to the fitness of men for 
Office always has the effect of making 
some of the policemen fail to do their 
full measure of duty. The cause of this 
is the fact that many ‘of the policemen 
become fearful of losing their jobs when 
there is any talk about “cutting off’’ 
official heads. : 

“While the board may not in the least 
be to blame for the recent agitation,” 
says the chief, “yet it has not had a 
very good influence on the members of 
the force.’’ 

The chief further says he feels that 


the did bis full measure of duty when 


he put the question of whether or 
not Sergeant Roberts was guilty up to 
the board, which, under the rules, is the 
final court for the settlement of all such 
questions. 

Just who caused the agitation is a mat- 
ter that does seem to be agreed upon. 
The so-called Mason faction say that 
the commissioners who feel hurt because 
they cannot have their way are respon- 
sible; the anti-Mason faction lay the 
blame on the Mason faction. Some mem- 
bers of both factions say that the news- 
papers’ are to blame for all the disturb- 
ance, probably because the newspapers 
have kept publishing what was going on 
or what would be going on. 

Will Council Take Action? 

The important question now is: 

‘Will the city council take a hand in 
the police board muddle?” 

Several members of council have been 
heard to express themselves as favoring 
the board being abolished. Quite a num- 
ber say that the agitation is injuring the 
police force, and thereby interfering 
with the good order and peace of the 
city. 

What will council do Friday afternoon? 
Will a resolution be introduced calling 
for a city charter amendment to abolish 
the police board? Will a resolution come 
up that has for its object an investiga- 
tion of the whole matter by a council 


committee? 

As council created the police board it 
has a right to investigate that body 
whenever it sees fit so to do. If the in- 
vestigation is started dt will make @ 
pretty lively sensation for some weeks 


to come. 
It is well known that police officers, 
and especially those who-dre hig& up, 
are feeling great anxiety since the out- 
come of.the trial. of Sergeant Roberts. 
They have &vprried look, and when they 
feel that they Gan ‘talk about the matter 
in confidence they say that they fear at 
any time that their heads might go off. 
“You see,” said an officer, ‘‘all this dis- 
turbance makes a policeman think about 
his job, and this causes him to keep 
watching for himself 80 closely that he 
does not watch for burglars and thugs, 
as he might otherwise do. We are all

The democratic members of the 
house probably will not carry to an 
extreme their adherence to their 
caucus pledge to accept no committee 
assignments unless passed upon by 
Minority Leader Clark. This pledge 
was made while the house was acting 
under the old method of appointing 
committees, but with the resumption 
ty the s er of his preeegesva to 
himeelf, to designate all members of 
committees, some of Mr. Clark’s 
friends are pointing out, and the indi- 
cations are strong that there will be 
little more demonstration in support 
of Mr. Clark’s right to name the dem- 
ocratic committeemen. 

The democratic members are already 
saying that, while they consider it im- 
portant to maintain party discipline, 
they are not inclined to carry such in- 
clination to the extent of injuring 
their usefulness to their constituents 
end to the country-at-large.

‘No Letters, No Telegrams, and 


Growing Short Owing to the 
Failure to Transmit Funds 
for Provincial Trade. 


Paris, March 18.—There was not the 
slightest indication at a late hour to- 
night of a break in the deadlock be- 
tween the government and its striking 
employees, nor was there any p7ros- 
pect of an improvement in the situa- 
tion. The strike, however, will be 
made the subject of consideration in 
the chamber of deputies tomorrow, and 
a solution of the problem may then be 


furnished. 

The climax of the strike was reached 
tonight, when five thousand repairers, 
linemen and mechanicians decided to 
join the strikers. These were the last 
remaining workmen employed by the 
postal administration. 

Government in Extremity. 
Despite the fact that the cabinet at 
its session tonight passed a decree au- 
thorizing the dismissal of its late em- 
ployees from the state service and re- 
affirmed its determination not to 
yield, the semi-official note giving the 
result of the meeting also announced 
that many merchants have offered to 
lengd to the government their employees 
to aid the public services. This is in- 
dGicative of the completeness of the tic- 
up, and the extremity to which the 
government has been forced. 

! The note does not mention the sensa- 
{tional rumor that the government in- 
tends to cal] the reservists to the col- 
ors, thus gathering in practically al: 
the male postal employees and forcing 
them to work as soldiers under penal- 
ty of mutiny. This rumor, although it 
gained much currency, is discredited, 
as it is considered highly improbable 
that the government would go to such 
a length, the remedy being regarded 
as worse than the gisease. 

Great Mail Blockade. 

The last two American mails have 
not yet been delivered, and an evi- 
dence of the completeness of the mail 
blockade is shown by the fact that the 
Havas agency, which receives thou- 
sands of letters daily, did not find any 
at the postoffice today. With the fail- 
ute of the carriers to deliver letters in 
Paris this morning, the chaos result- 
ing from the extraordinary strike was 
complete. The entire public service is 
paralyzed, and business, both 
and private, is in a condition of inex- 
tri:able confusion 
Throughout the day the situation in 
the capital and tke provinces grew 
worse with every hour. The undeliver- 

ed letters number into the millions, 
cond not less than 300,000 telegrams - 
were stacke i up this afternoon, await- 
ing distribution. Foreign incomins 
mails remain unsorted, and only 
small proportion of the outgoing mails 
ij; bave been sent away. 
| Paris Short of Food. 

A few days more of strike conditions, 
and Paris will be reduced almost to a 
State of siege, so far as food supplies 
#re concerned. The funds necessary 
Yor the smooth running of the prov- 
incial trade are hung up in the post- 
offices, and the supply of eggs, miik, 
butter, meat and country produce 
threatens speedily to cease. Already 
numerous merchants have been obliged 
to send out agents to the provinces, 
with ready cash, to obtain supplies. 
The banks are withinolding pzyments 
on checks in the absence of advices 
from their correspondents, and prices 
at the stores are soaring. 

So far there hag been no rioting. A 
large body of strikers gathered at the 
central telegraph station today and 
threatened a vreach of the peace, but 
when they found that the authorities 
had a company of infantry in readi- 
ress, in rooms adjoining the main of- 
fices, they left the building without 
creating any disturbance.

Birmingham, Ala., March 18.—Water broke 
into the mines of the Howell Mining Com- 
pany at Blocton this morning while forty 
miners were at work. The break was dis- 
covered in time to rescue all the men. There 
is no telling how much damage has been done 
to the mine, but it will be large.

000,000 TO ENDOW 
PEABODY NORMAL 


Trustees Decide on Final 
_ Distribution of Fund. 
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Peabody Normal College Is Lo- 
cated at Nashville and Was 
Created and Largely Sup: 
ported by Peabody Fund. 


New York, March !8.—Trustees of the 
Peabody education fund, at a _ special 
meeting at the Waldorf-Astoria hotel 
today, to consider plans for the final 
distribution of a portion of the trust 
fund, decided to give $1,000,000 to es- 
‘tablish and*endow the George Peabody 
Normal College for Teachers, at Nash- 
ville, ‘Tenn. 

This college was created by the fund 
and received its chief support from it, 
and it is now arranged to make the col- 
lewe a part of the University of. Nash- 
ville, at Nashville, Tenn. 

It was announced that the state of 
Tennessee had kept its agreement with 
the trustees of the fund, by providing 
an additional! endowment for the college 
amounting to $250,000, while the city 
and county of Nashville, Tenn., had 
voted a similar amount for the same 
purpose, so that the total endowment 
for this important educational feature 
of the south will be $1,500,000. 

According to the statement of Secre- 
tary Green, the Peabody fund amounts 
to $2,400,000. At the meeting in May, 
the remainder of the fund left after the 
endowment is paid to the college will, 
it is expected, be distributed to various 
southern colleges. The fund was es- 
tablished in 1867 by George Peabody..

What he 
and his associate chaplains accomplished 
in our armies is shown in his work called 
“Christ in the Camp.”

PROTECT THE WATER SUPPLY. 

While there is unquestionably water enough in the Chattachoochee river 
to supply Atlanta’s need perhaps forever, conditions have arisen at the 
pumping station which make action necessary, if that supply is to be kept 
in available shape. 

Only a portion of the entire volume of water in the river now runs to 
the “intake” at the pumping station, and in the summer season when the 
river is at its lowest stage, it is pointed out that this is likely at any time 
to be insufficient for the city’s needs. 

General Manager Woodward has given timely warning of the conditions 
at the river with which the city must contend and do it quickly, if danger 
of a water famine is to be avoided. He addressed.a letter to the water 
board on this subject last November, but no action was taken, and.now in 
response to_ his repeated warnings of this danger, it has appointed a com- 
mittee to confer with the general council with a view to having done the 
work necessary to protect the city’s water supply, 

Council cannot afford to temporize when the city’s water supply is at 
stake, 

Atlanta has had experience before with ignored and neglected warnings 
relating to her water system. Necessity for a double main from the pumping 
station to the reservoir was pointed out years ago, but it required an actual 
water famine to impress upon council the importance of action. 

One disastrous experience in advance of applying known remedy and 
preventive measures, ought to be sufficient. 7 

The summer season is rapidly approaching when, in the absence of 
rains, the river will reach its lowest stages. 

With only a portion of.its supply available at the pumping station, and 
with the largely increased and rapidly-growing consumption of water, partic- 
ularly in summer, it is entirely probable that unless the necessary work is 
done, Atlanta will suffer another water famine the ‘first time a dry spell 


When it comes to such matters as water and sewers, Atlanta cannot 
afford to dally with chance. 

These are projects which must be worked out on a scientific basis, which 
will admit of no reasonable possibility of error or disaster, not only in the 
present, but in the years of the near future. 

About the safety and security of the city’s water supply there should be 
no doubt, no question; it must be as nearly absolutely certain as human 
agency can make it. | 

Neglect of warning in such cases carries with it a weight of responsi- 
bility which must be borne in the degree in which inconvenience or disaster 
follow, 

it is easy enough to determine in this case just what is necessary to be 
done, and the danger should not be permitted to accumulate through delay 
in doing it. aed

With few exceptions, each member of 
the house will fight for the interests of 
his home district. There is little pros- 
pect of any lengthy general debate on 
the bill, and the consideration of the 
measure under the five-minute rule for 
amendment will be proceeded with 4s 
soon as possible, probably by the end 
of the present week.

General Manager Gives Out Statement. 


The vweater situation is much more 
serious for Atlanta than was even 
stated in the recommendation of Gen- 
eral Manager Park Woodward, for he 
has further stated that even if the 
river dam is constructed and Nance’s 
creek is utilized, the supply of water 
will only be sufficient for a few years 
to come, if Atlanta continues to grow 
in the future as she has done in the 
past. 

The general manager, just now, how- 
ever, is looking at the needs of the im- 
mediate future, and wants the water 
supply taken care of next summer. 

The river pumping station is south 
‘of and below Peachtree creek, but the 
water taken from the river is north of 
and above Peachtree creek. This is 
done with an in-take pipe through 


point above. the creek and into a cis- 
tern from which the water is pumped 
into the reservoir at Hemphill station. 
Opposite the point from which the 
water is pumped from the river there 
is an island. On the recommendation 
of the general manager, a dam was 
built across the river on the east side 
of the island, and this caused the cur- 
rent to pass nearer the in-take pipe. 
Even after this was done the river at 
one time became so low that there was 
a fear that water would be sucked up 
from the mouth of Peachtree creek 
where there is sewage. The pumps 
had to be shut off for a while. Now 
the general manager wants another 
small dam, which will not cost more 
than $1,000, to be built across the river 
on the west side of the island. This 
would further force the current near 
the in-take pipe. 
May Use Nance’s -Creek. 

The general manager further sug- 
gests that a dam be constructed acroas 
Nance’s creek just before it empties 
into Peachtree creek so the water from 
Nance’s creek can be pumped through 
a pipe into the in-take * well. The 
water in Nance’s creek is pure before 
it empties into Peachtree creek. The 
fact that q recommendation has been 
made to use Nance’s creek as a small 
feeder, recalls the time when Judge 
George Hillyer, then a member of the 
(water board, thought Nance’s creek 
might supply the city. Another illus- 
tration of Atlanta's remarkable 
growth. 

After stating about the erection of 
another dam across the Chattahoochee 
river and one across Nance’s creek, 
General Manager Woodward adds that 
even with all these additions to the 
source of the water supply, he does 
not think that Atlanta can depend on 
the river for water in a few years from 
now.

ply of water. It is saii that unless 
something is done by the general coun- 
cil toward making an appropriation

eighteen months or two years. 
Views of General Manager. 

In speaking yesterday of the water 
situation, General Manager Woodward 
said. 

“Last summer I was called to the 
river station by Mr. Reid, engineer in 
charge at the river pumping station, 
and he called my attention to the low 
stage of water in the river at that 


tion in the river drawing water from 
Peachtree creek, which was very much 
contaminated with sewage, as the 
supply from the river where we take 
suction was so low that we could not 
supply the pumps as rapidly as the 
water was used in the city. 1 told Mr. 
Reid to reduce the pumpage until the 
river got up, as thiS“wouid avoid get- 
ting Peachtree creek wat.. _or the 
time being, and in the meantime the 
water in the reservoir went down sev- 
eral feet, and it required the running 
of the pumps day and night for some 


time to fill the reservoir up. The con- 
} dition of the river at this time, of 


\ course, was due to the extreme dry 


' weather. Ordinarily this would not 
happen, but I think that we should 
prepare to meet any condition. The 
pumpage this summer will be at least 
15 per cent more than last summer, and 
should we have another long dry spell 
like we had last summer, it would ne- 
cessitate the closing down of the 
pumps at the river from time to time. 
This would materially reduce the sup- 
ply of water in the reservoir. This 
condition was so apparent that-I sug- 
gested to the board the necessity of 
throwing a rip-rap dam across the 
river to the island, thereby forcing the 
current over to our side, the river be- 
tween the island and our side being 
nearly twice as wide as on the other 
side. This was done and relieved the 
situation until last summer. 
Consumption Daily Increases. 

“The consumption of water in the city 
is increasing daily, and to meet this 
condition, I think that by building this 
present rip-rap dam higher and «cross 
the island and across the river to the 
other side and sloping the dam toward 
our side, it will force the current en- 
tirely on this side. This would -give 
temporarily relief only. I think it ad- 
visable that the city should at once itn- 
vestigate the question of supplement- 
ing its water supply from some source 
other than that of the Chattahoochee 
river. I understand that all of the 
streams from the Blue Ridge moun- 
tains and north of Atlanta run into 
the Chattahoochee river above our 
pumping station, so that we would 
have to look probably to some source 
of supply south of Atlanta. The dam- 
ming of Nance’s creek and impound- 
ing the water at that point will relieve 
the situation when the river is low, 
and even that would not cive perma- 
nent relief. 

“To show how rapidly the water is 
being used in the city, the recent 
floods necessitated our shutting down 
the valve at the river to avoid flood- 
ing our pumping station; In the mean- 
while, of course, the pumps were shut 
down. This valve was closed*down at 
6 o'clock on Saturday afternoon until 
Tuesday morning at 6 o'clock, sixty 
hours, and we lost 2 feet I! inches of 
water In the reservoir, notwithstanding 
the hegvy rains that prevailed at that 
time, and the fact that the consyap- 
tion in the city was abnormal on Sat- 
urday night and Sunday, when there is 
very little water used, shows that if it 
had been tn the summer the result 
might have been serious.

CANDLER ELIGIBLE, 
SAYS JUDGE HART 


No Constitutional Provi- 


sion Against His Ap- 
pointment. 


Attorney General John C. Hart made 
an informal and unofficial statemen* 
yesterday relative to the constitu- 
tional qualifications of Hon. C, M. 
Candler, of DeKalb, as a member of 
the state railroad commission. 

The question of Mr. Candler’s eligi- 
bility was raised by Walter R. Brown, 
a well-known Atlanta attorney. Judge 
Hart says, since Mr. Candler ceased to 
be a member of the old general as- 
sembly when the new one was elect- 
ed, and since he has mot yet qualified 
as a member of the new one, there can 
be no doubt of his eligibility under 
the terms of the constitution.

Successors are elected."” And also the last 
of paragraph 7, section 4 article 3, to-wit: 
“Nor shall any senator or representative 
after his qualification as wuch “be elected by 
the general assembly, or appointed by the 
governor, either with or without the advice 
and consent of the senate to any office or 
appointment having any emolument 
thereto during the time for which he shall 
have been elected.’’ 

Mr. Candler was elected to succeed himself 
in DeKalb county at the general election in 
October last year. Under the provision of 
the constitution first quoted it will be noted 
that he ceased to be a representative from 
DeKalb county under his first election im Oc- 
tober, 1908. It will also be observed while 
the representative-elect from DeKalb county 
he has not yet qualified as a member and 
could not until the assembling of the new 
legislature. He could not, therefore, fall 
within the constitutional provision first quoted 
because his term of office under his old elec- 
tion ended in October and he is not within the 
inhibition of the second provision of the con- 
stitution quoted for the reason he has not 
yet qualified as a member of the new general 
assembly.

WAR PREPARATIONS 
IN CENTRAL AMERICA 


They Are on a Larger Scale 
Than Ever—Troops Being 
Massed. 


City of Mexico, March 18.—dt wa@ re- 
ported here today that 
tions are being carried on in Central 
America on a larger scale than ever. 
According to a dispatch received in the 
Emigrador colony, President Zelaya, of 
Nicaragua, has learned of a plot where- 
by President Davila, of Honduras, his 
former ally, has deserted him and has 
joined President Cabrera, of Guatemala, 
and President Figueroa, of Salvador, in 
a conspiracy to isolate Nicaragua. The 
massing of 6,000 troops on the Hondu- 
ran frontier is for the purpose of fright- 
ening Davila back imto his old alliance. 
It is President Zelaya’s plan, according 
to the report, to frighten Davila back 
into submission and put Dr. Prudeceny 
Alfaro in the presidential chair of Sal- 
vador. With these moves accomplished 
he will have turned the tables on his 
old enemy, Estrada Cabrera, of Guate- 
mala, and have isolated that country. 

President Zelaya declares he does not 
fear intervention on the part of the 
United States. He is reported as gaying 
that if marines are landed, the Nicara- 
guans will fight to the last ditch. Pres- 
ident Zelaya has 8,000 men now under 
arms, 1,000 pieces of artillery and two 
dynamite guns. He can muster 12,000 
trained troops.

Motion for Mistrial Overruled 
in Lyens Case — Complete 
Jury. Selected Yesterday. 
Witnesses to Killing Put on 
Stand by State. 


| 

i Jesup, Ga., March 18.—(Special.)—Bas- 
ing their motion upon alleged disquali- 
fied bailiffs who have had exclusive con- 
trol of the jury in the Lyens case from 
the selection of the first until the elev- 
enth, attorneys for the defense created 
a sensation in court this morning when 
they filed a motion asking that a mistrial 
be declared. It was contended that 
Richard Bennett was a stockholder in 
the Jesup Drug Company, the corpora- 
tion owning the store in which Fleming 
Smith was killed, and which contributed 
to the fund for employment of counsel 
for prosecution. 

This action followed directly the se- 
lection of R. 3. Waynewright, a farmer 
of Atkinson, as the twelfth juror at 8:40. 

Motion Overruled. 

The motion alleged that such conduct 
on the part of the prosecutor and kin- 
‘folk in having charge of the jury to 
be absolutely illegal and contrary to 
every principle of law, and that a mis- 
trial should be declared in favor of 
Lyens. Judge L. A. Parker said that 
it was the business of the attorneys in- 
terested in the case to call his attention 
to any regularity at the time it becomes 
known to them and not to wait until 
afterwards and bring it up at their con- 
venience. The motion wag overruled, 
but the defense immediately filed origi- 
nal exceptions, claiming error, in that 
Judge Parker ovverruled before hearing 
evidence in support of said motion. 

Attorney J. R. Thomas, for the de- 
fense, continued to protest against Rich- 
ard Bennett,-saying he is a stockholder 
in the’ drug company. 

Crowd Applauds Judge. 

“Well,” replied Judge Parker, ‘‘aren’t 
you a stockholder, too?” 

At this remark the crowd burst into 
applause, causing continual rapping for 
order. 

The state opened the case with a brief 
statement by John W. Bennett. He said 
the state would contend that the shoot- 
ing of Fleming Smith was coldblooded 
murder; that the evidence will show 
that he was shot down like a dog by 
Lyens; that W. B. Lyens picked Smitn 
up after he had fallen to the floor and 
held him while Archie, his son, fired the 
shot that proved fatal. The statement 
that Smith fired the shotgun will be de- 
nied by the state, and it will be contend. 
ed that Lyens fired the gun after shoot- 
ing Smith. 

Dr. G. W. Drawdy, the first witness 
called, testified that he examined Smith 
after the shooting, finding bullet wounds 
and marks of wounds inflicted by some 
blunt instrument. He eaid that Smith 
lived an hour and twenty minutes, say- 
ing before death: 

Smith’s Dying Statement. 

“Guess I’m done for, but I'd love to 
live and help prosecute these men. Archie 
shot first, both joining in. However, 
the sheriff held me while Archie poked 
a pistol to my left side and shot me. I 
did not shoot at all.” 

Smith, the witness testified, then mut- 
tered a short prayer, which was not 
heard distinctly. Powder marks were

President Chief. Speaker 
at Memorial Exercises. 


Cleveland .Among the Great 
Ones of the Republic—Ca- 
reer of the Dead Man Is 
Reviewed. 


New York, Marck 1!8.—Tributes in 
today in honor of the seventy-second 
birthday anniversary of the late Presi- 


ercises, in which President Taft, Gov- 
ernor Hughes, Chief Justice Fuller and 
Mayor McClellan made addresses, and 
several hundred of New York’s most 
prominent citizens Wttended. Mrs. Cleve- 
land, with«a party of friends, occupied 
a box in Carnegie hall, where the me- 
morial was held. 

A second memorial was held tonight 
at the College of the City of New 


York, at which speeches were made by 
Governor Hughes, Senator Root, Mayor 


McClellan, Judge Gray of Delaware, 
Willlam Hornblower and Edward M. 
Shepard. 

Taft Eulogizes Cleveland. . 

President Taft was introduced ae 
Mayor McClellan. The president spoke 
with unusual fervor in his eulogies of 
Mr. Cleveland, and frequently the course 
of his address was broken by applause. 
President Taft said, in part: 

“Grover Cleveland was as compketely | 
American in his character as Lincoln. 
Without a college education, he pre- 
pared himself for the bar. His life was 
confined to ‘western New York. His 
vision of government and of society was 
not widened by foreign travel. He was 
& pure product of the village and town 
life of the middle states, affected by New 
England ancestry, and the atmosphere 
of a clergyman’s home. His chief 
characteristics were simplicity and di- 
rectness of thought. Sturdy honesty, 
courage of his coavictions and plainness 
of speech, with a sense of public duty 
that has been exceeded by no statesman 
within my knowledge. : 

“His career was a most remarkable 
one. By his administration of the af- 
fairs of his city, as its mayor, he showed 
his power of resistance to, and of over- 
coming, the influence that made for 
corruption and negligence in city gov- 
ernment, both in his own party and in 
the party of his opponents. His reputa- 
tion in this regard spread over his na- 
tive state of New York at a time when 
such an attitude as his seemed excep- 
tional, and his standing before the com- 
munity became a political asset for the 
democratic party that even those who 
had but little sympathy with his princi- 
ples were giad to seize upon as means 
of getting into power. Accordingly, he 
was nominated for the governorship, and ' 
was elected by the votes, not only of 
his own party, but of hundreds of thou- 
sands of the republican party. 

How Cleveland Met Duty. 

“The discharge of his duties as gov- 
ernor confirmed and strengthened the 
reputation that he had acquired as a 
mayor. Before he had ceased his office 
as mayor he had been elected governor, 
Before he had ceased his office as gov- 
ernor he. had. been elected president of 
the United States. 

‘Mr. Cleveland’s politie@l career was 
so short that he had a great advantage 
over the prominent men of his party, 
whose records reached back into, and 
were governed by the bitter quarrels of 
the civil war. As a political quantity, 
his history began during the ‘corruption 
and demoralization in the republican 
party, which were a necessary result of 
continued power during the war and the 
decade succeeding it. He represented, 
in a sense, a new democracy, . about 
which all the older elements rallied, both 
those strongly in sympathy with his re- 
form views, a8 well as those elements 
without much sympathy, who were anx- 
jous to secure party power.

Objection Is Made to Reduc- 
tion in Tariff. 

Norfolk, Va., March 18.—E. C. Fors- 
burg, president of the North Carolina As- 
sociation, controlling a majority of the 
Millg in eastern Virginia, Maryland, 
North and South Carolina, declared here 
today that the 50 per cent reduction on 
lumber, proposed by the new tariff bill, 
would be ruinous to lumber manufac- 
turers and mills generally on the en- 
tire Atlantic coast.

COTTON RALLIED 
IN LATE TRADING 


In Early Part of Session There 
Was Quite a Sharp Break 
in the Prices. 


New York, March 18.—Following ear. 
ly activity, and quite a sharp break in 
trices, the cotton market rallied a few 
points, but ruled quiet in the late 
trading, with the close steady at a 
net decline of 4@7 points. 

The market opened barely steady, at 
a’ decline of 4@6 points, in response to 
lower cables, and during the early ses- 
sion sold off to a net loss of about 8@ 
ii points, under general liquidation 
and local bear pressure. Unsettled 
European political conditions, appre- 
hensions that tariff revision would 
lead to a period of unsettled general 
trade in this country, and talk of 
easier spot offerings from the south 
were ameng the bearish factors, but 
after stop-loss orders had been ex- 
ecuted on the early decline, offerings 
became lighter, and during the balance 
of the day there seemed to be enough 
profit-taking by recent sellers to main- 
tain prices at a slight recovery from 
the lowest. Sentiment, however, con- 
tinued very nervous, and it was noted 
that some of the prominent brokers 
were sellers on very little bulge. 
Southern spot markets officially re- 
ported early were generally !1-i6 v.90 
1-8c lower. Wires received from Mem. 
phis late in the day reported a con- 
siderable spot demand, but it seemed 
to be the experience of local brokers 
that mills were lowering their buying 
limits as rapidly as futures declined. 
The weather map showed no further 
precipitation in the southwest, nor 
was there any indicated for the next 
twenty-four hours by the forecast. Re- 
ports are now reaching New York 
that the comparatively low price of 
fertilizers has led to the booking of 
unusually heavy orders.

PLAYING FOR POSITION 
BY PROFESSIONALS 


Operations Failed to Demon- 
strate the Existence of Any 
New York, March 1@.—The early stock 
market today developed a great dea] of 
the kind of playing for pesition on the 
part of the professional element which 
made the market active yesterday after 
the tariff bill was offered in congress. 
The operations failed to demonstrate the 
existence of any outside dealing, and 
they were given over, as the day pro- 
sressed, leaving the latter market in al- 
most as lethargic a eondition as that of 
last week. The publication of the items 
of the bill, as it comes from the ways 
and means committee of the house, 
seems not to have relfeved the specula- 
tive apprehension that business will be 
held In check in all lines until the final 
form of the act is. determined. That 
many weeks will be consumed in arriv- 
ing at that determination, with the best 
efforts to expedite, is not gainsaid by the 
more hopeful. The stock market today 
was inclined to adjust its views to a 
probable period of inactivity in its busi- 
ness, in sympathy with the waiting at- 
titude expected of general business. 
Here and there in the market there was 
reflected the influnce of special schedules 
of the tariff changes on individual 
stocks, as in. the sharp advance in the 
central leather and American hide and 
leather stocks, based on the expectation 
of advantage from the free listing of 
hides and the proposed change in the 
duties on shoes. The first dealings today 
showéd that the sharp rise tn prices yes- 
terday had brought some selling orders 
into the market. The decline in prices, 
which resulfed, again developed a de- 
mand from uncovered shorts. Still later 
efforts to bid up prices against the bears 
again met sufficient selling orders to 
hold the market ‘in check. Phe demon- 
stration of the limitations on the price 
movement discouraged the professional 
faction, and they curtailed their opera- 
tions substantially. The disposition to 
let the market alone was manifested in 
the indifference shown to the day’s news. 
The amount of space given to publica- 
tions questioning the state of E. H. Har- 
riman’s health and discussing an alleged 
and subsequently contradicted intention 
on that gentleman’s part to retire would 
have been food for sensation in a more 
inflammable state of speculative senti- 
ment, but the matter was passed over 
placidly. The terms of the plan of the 
Chicago Great Western reorganization 
evidently don’t appeal to the holders of 
the stocks, and they continued to de- 
cline today. Reports of an intended con- 
ference amongst copper producers to con- 
cert measure for cutting down the out- 
put, while they received no official con- 
firmation, admittedly represented the 
wishes of influential interests In tifat 
trade. The further rise in sterling ex- 
change rates confirmed the belief that 
the movement of gold to London will 
continue. Since it became known that 
the London and continent banks have 
entered upon a policy of building up re- 
serves in a manner very similar to that 
exacted of the New York trust compa- 
nies during the past year, estimates of 
the probable outward movement of gold 
have been enlarged, and some ultimate 
hardening effect on the New York mon- 
ey market would not cause surprise. No 
rsuch effect has er ig a sate in any 
f the maturities for time ioans.

D. R. Wilder Gives Statement 
as to Charges Under the 
Pure Food Law. 


The D. R. Wilder Manufacturing Com- 
pany has written to The Constitution 
explaining the article sent from Wash- 
ington in regard to the branding of 
certain of its products in compliance 
with the national pure food law. 

The communication is as follows: 


Editor Constitution: We notice that there 
appeared in your paper of the 17th, on the 
front page, & communication from your 
Washington correspondent concerning a case 
of misbranding syrup, attributed to ourselves, 
We also notice this morning that you made a 
correction, but inasmuch as Mr. Corrigan fail- 
ed to state the facts, we may not be out of 
place in giving them.

When the pure food laws were effective, in

proved. We wrote them again and it was not 
until the latter part of 1908 (when this case 
was made out in Mississippi) that we were 
aware that our labels were objectionable in 
any particular, and that makes up the whole 
ease. They stated to us in a letter, signed 
by the department, which we have in our 
possession, that it was not the contents of 
the can that they objected to (and this has 
never been questioned), but that it was the 
label pictorially speaking. We did the best 
we could, with no information and no sug- 
gestions from the government, so wherein 
have we violated a law or committed any 
crime? You are business men and will ne 
doubt appreciate our statement, and we can 
verify .it as being absalute facts. We will 
thank you to at least give us the same 
prominence in correcting the statement as 
was given the other article. 

We have always found you to be fair and 
we feel sure that you will correct this as 
willingly as you published the other state- 
ment.

RAILROADS ASK 
FOR COMPROMISE 


—_ «&€©€«&» 


Will Pay for Decatur St. 
Paving if City Settles 
Oakland Dispute. 


A subcommittee of the street com- 
mittee of council held a conference 
with railroad officials yesterday aft- 
ernoon in regard to the paving of 
Decatur street along that part of the 
street which has a railroad frontage. 
Inder the law the railroads cannot 
be forced to pay their portion of the 
assessment. The committee called upon 
the railroad officials to see if they 
would not pay at least $! a running 
foot, or $3,400 of the total expense. 
Alderman Press Huddleston, Alder- 
man Grant, Councilman Vaughan, the 
city engineer, the city attorney and a 
Gelegation of fourth ward citizens met 
Thomas J. Scott, general manager of 
the Georgia railroad, and Charies A. 
Wickersham, president of the Atlanta 
and West Point railroad. 

The committee stated to the railroad 
officials what was wanted, and Mr. 
Scott said that the railroads did not 
wish to stand in the way of public im- 
provements in Atlanta, but he thought 
if a payment was made for the De- 
catur street pavement, the city should 
do something about the Gullatt street 
or Oakland avenue matter. He had 
reference to a dispute between the city 
and the railroads about a grade cross- 
ing at Oakland avenue, formerly Gul- 
datt street, the city claiming a street 
at that crossing and the railroads 
claiming the crossing as their prop- 
erty. The case is now in the courts. 
The committee informed Mr. Scott 
that the city did not want to mix the 
two matters, ard that the question of 
paving Decatur street should stand on 
its own merits. 

The railroad men held a private con- 
ference and then replied that the rail- 
roads might be willing to pay for pav- 
ing Decatur street if the Oakland 
avenue crossing matter was settled. 

So the question is still open. It is not 
believed that the committee will make 
any concessions about the Oakland 
avenue crossing, but will insist that, 
if the railroads want to help pave De- 
catur street, they must do so without 
any compromise being made in regard 
to the other matter.

From Wesleyan. 


States He Came to That De- 
cision Because His Wife and 
Family Yearned for Home 


Life—Other Reasons Given. 


Macon, Ga., March 18.—(Special.)—Hon. 
Dupont Guerry, president of Wesleyan 
Female college, regarding his retirement 
from that position, makes the following 
Statement to the public: 


After many interviews during many months 
between Mrs. Guerry and myself I decided 
last summer that I did not wish another term 
at Wesleyan. In September I disclosed “*#his 
decision to Dr. Ellis, the chairman of the ex- 
ecutive committee. Several days later in an 
interview with him in which my decision was 
repeated or assumed, thé situation and my 
future course were discussed. Later it was 
agreed that at an appropriate time I would 
make a formal announcement to the executive 
committee. I also intended to do Hkewise to 
the faculty and all others at the college and 
by letter to the other trustees. 

Besides members of my family there are 
several others who were during the last few 
months advised of my decision. 

Opposition to me became manifest prior to 
my last election and resulted in unfortunate 
publications, and has since continued. Re- 
cently, in ignorance of my intention, it be- 
came manifest again, causing much gossip 
and culminating in a larger number of simi- 
lar publications. 

This gossip and these publications have not 
only anticipated the simpler annduncements 
I contemplated, but justify, on behalf of the 
institution and myself, a more extended and 
public communication, that the truth and con- 
ditions may be understood. 

Nearly six years ago, notwithstanding such 
dissent as I had opportunities to express, I 
was unanimously elected to the presidency. 

I had at the time a good and growing prac- 
tice at the bar and a very promising political 
future, but in deference to the judgment of 
the board and against my own, I accepted, 
feeling that I was sacrificing my professfonal 
and political ambition, and, to some extent 
also, the happiness of my family. 

In a spirit of thankfulness, not of boast- 
ing, I am glad to say that I have succeeded 
far beyond my expectations. 

But my wife’s habits, tastes and aspirations 
are distinctively domestic, and during all 
these years she has yearned for a return to 
home life. Upon taking an account of our 
mutual obligations, I found that she held a 
balance against me far greater than all I 
owed to the rest of mankind. Al! the family, 
on her account and mine, espoused her cause 
and I was in a hopeless minority of one. 

It will grieve me to end my present rela- 

tions with the able, learned and affable mem- 
bers of the faculty and other dear ones whose 
noble lives have been an inspiragion to my 
own, but I hope to enjoy some association 
with them under the ehanged conditions. The 
dear girls are ever coming and going and I 
trust that I shall continue to receive their 
happy greetings as I shall meet them from 
time to-time In the future, as I have in the 
past. 
With pleasure I express my high apprecia- 
tion of the servants. They are among the 
very best in the land, some of them distin- 
guished for efficiency, honesty, truthfulness 
and fidelity. 

IT am frank to say that since my final de- 
cision I have for several months at times 
already enjoyed an incipient buoyancy of an- 
ticipated freedom from the constant care and 
oppressive responsibility that are inherent {n 
the position, no matter how good the girls or 
how faithful the assistants.
